The fifty-one Rushville people who 
have been enjoying an outing on Rus­ 
set's Inland, near Algouac, M ich., re­ 
turned home at 
various times last 
night. 
Thirty-three of them 
came 
home at 2:07 a.m . over the I. <& O., 
the 11 o’clock car being held for them 
at Indianapolis. 
The run from In d ­ 
ianapolis to this city wan made in 1 
hour and 4 minutes. 
The crowd left D etroit yesterday at 
noon over the Big Four on a train of 
tw o engines and ten coaches, and stop­ 
ped at Toledo at ¡5 p ni. and at B®1- 
fountaino, O. for 
lunch in the even­ 
ing. 
One engine and three coaches 
werc'Ieffc at Bellefountaine. The train 
also stopi mm I at M uncie and Anderson, 
and arrived in Indianapolis at 1 :25 
a in. 
N ear Sidney, k> ., the train struck 
a speeder driven by Clarence Michael, 
day operator at Micks. Q., who was 
going home after his day’s w*ork, and 
hurled into it the ditch alongside the 
•track 
When Michael was picked up 
he was dead, his skull having been 
fractured, and both arms and one leg, 
having been broken. 
His body was 
placed on the rear of the train and 
carried to Sidney. 
Part of the Itnshville crowd left 
D etroit at 8 o’clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing and reached this city earlier in 
the night. 
All were delighted with 
their trip and especially w ith their 
visit to Detroit.

Havana, August 23.—Gen. Q uintin 
Bandera, the famous negro lea)>er of 
Havana province, who recently head­ 
ed an insurgent band and began opera­ 
ting against the government, was kill 
ed early this m orning in au encounter 
w ith the rural guards. 
The fight with Bandera’s band oc­ 
curred at 3 o’clock this morning. 
A 
force of 100 mounted 
rural guards, 
which had for three days been seeking 
to surround the insurgent force com­ 
manded by Bandera, finally Succeeded 
alter the 
veteran 
commander had 
pitched his camp for the night. 
In addition to Bandera, two of his 
followers were killed, but non© were 
captured. 
Bandera was about sixty years old. 
Ho took part in the ten years’ war, as 
well as in the w*ar for Cuban indepen­ 
dence. 
He was w*oll known in every 
province of Cuba and had great influ 
ence with the colored people. 
When 
in Havana, Bandera was in the habit 
of gathering crowds of negroes about 
him aud m aking speeches to them of 
the ingratitude of republics. 
On one 
occasion he went to the Senate chain 
ber and delivered a violent speech, 
criticizing the government 
for not 
giving him an office. Soon afterw ard 
he was appointed doorkeeper of the 
House of Parliam ent. 
The position 
which Bandera aspired to was th at of 
chief of police.
